‘ sions as that traversing Siberia is a: matter of 
no small difficulty, and some information on 
this point may be of interest. The whole of 
the line from Tscheljabinsk to Irkutsk, somo 
3,000 versis, states a writerin Engineering, now 
uses coal from Siberian mines, The quantity 
used for locomotives, pumping stations, and 
‘workshops during listyear amounted to 

" 17,002,0¢0 poods, and: on account of the in- 
creasing traffic the requireiments of the present 

, year are estimated at 20,009,000 poods (300,000 
tons). The bulk of the coal required comes from 
two localit.cs —Ssudschenks (the Government 
of Tomsk), and .Tscheremchow (the Govein- 
ment of rkutsk), in addition to which Ural 
coal is used fur ‘the.

LEGISLATION NEEDED. 

_ Ina purely commercial centre, like. Hong- 
kong, anything which may tend to-facililate 
shipping business: must possess a certain 
amount of interest for at least a substantial 
portion ‘of ":he community. We have, on 
several occasions, demonstrated the necessity 
of legislation being enacted lo safeguard the 
interests of ship-owners and masters from 
the loss of money and time entailed by rea-’ 
son of the shipment of worthless hands, who 
obtain berihs aboard’ at, Hongkong, and 
desert whenever sufficient inducement is 
offered, * Although we have one of the 


Jargest seaport trades in the world, little or 


no provision “is made. in this respect to 
the mercantile communily, who 
certainly require and deserve proteciion. 
A few’ days ago the ‘British steamer 
Laertes ariived from Saigon, and Captain 
Jackson reported that, when he rexched the 
the native crew, who had 
been ‘shipped at Hongkong, deserted and left 
him to find substitules as best he could, It 
was not until he had put himself to very 
great inconvenience and trouble that he was 
able to secure sufficient hands to enable him 
to bave the steamer safely navigated to 
Hongkong. But his trouble did not cease 
with his: arrival in’ British waters, as when 
the ship was_on: the point of making the 
return journey several of the hands left the 
vessel, and: hasty. inquiries for ‘other men 
had lo be made in order that the sailing of 
the steamer might not be delayed. The case 
in question is one of the usual. type only 
too frequent in these waters. "This, surely, 
discloses the urgent necéssity that exists 
for.some soxt of surveillance over the ‘native 
crews, who find berths on British vessels 


'in this port. Such a state of affairs should 


have heen remedied long ago; for, wheiher 
regarded as a mesns of facilitating the load- 
ing or discharging of cargo, or of i improving
